work, Inc., which distributes GLOW), says 
interaction with children plays a big part 
in a GLOW girl’s success. Youngsters pick 
their favorite GLOW characters from both 
good girls and villains. And in come mul- 
titudes of fan letters. The show airs 
during weekend morning hours on many 
stations—prime children’s hours—often 
pitting GLOW against popular animated 
cartoons on other stations. This young 
eight-to-14-year-old audience now com- 
prises a large portion of GLOW fans, de- 
stroying any possible criticism that the 
show is sexist. 

Ratings also show that many women 
ages 16 to 50 regularly watch the show, 
although their reasons may not be the 
same as men's. While men find GLOW 
physical and funny, women love its weird 
makeup, hairstyles and outfits. 

Cimber claims GLOW girls play it 
straight when they wrestle, which makes 
you wonder if Cimber himself has fallen 
into his own special GLOW character— 
Hollywood director of the 1940s. "Spanish 
Red will take your head off if you're not 
careful,’ Cimber emphasizes. "And she 
means it. Of course, whatever comes out 
of that is something else. We have other 
characters like the Housewives and the 
Princess of Darkness, hitting on all cross- 
sections of our society.” 

Some of those cross-sections take 
GLOW very seriously. Cimber talks about 
criticism from organizations such as the 
American Legion, NAACP and the Jewish 
Anti-Defamation League. He's even re- 
ceived threatening phone calls from an 
Islamic group complaining about compe- 
tition from Palestina. There is nothing 
sacred in GLOW. 

Upcoming plans at GLOW headquar- 
ters call for a number of live roadshow 
performances, more girls and more 
teams. GLOW girls will follow the same 
tour as the Ice Capades and Harlem 
Globetrotters. 

There will even be a GLOW telephone 
line available this fall, similar to sports 
lines, where your favorite GLOW charac- 
ter can be dialed at a special number. Ш 


telecasts. It also ranked 26th of 416 syndi- 
cated national shows among the prized 
18-to-49-year-old male audience. It's now 
the top-rated action comedy show avail- 
able to independent stations throughout 
the country. 

“GLOW has redefined what people are 
watching on television,” Elias says. “Peo- 
ple like GLOW. They find it hilarious, 
interesting and stimulating. They're show- 
ing their interest through the Nielsen rat- 
ings" GLOW sneaks into people's lives 
without their apparent awareness. Cim- 
ber cites viewers who tell him the show 
is stupid, yet they've seen every show. 

GLOW began through Cimber's associ- 
ation with actress Laurie Landon, who 
made the film All the Marbles. This film, 
along with two others she made with 
Cimber, sported women's wrestling 
scenes. Out of those films came GLOW, 
a women's action-comedy wrestling show 
where anything goes. 

Is GLOW sexist? Maybe. And maybe 
not. It consists of 42 characters, with ap- 
proximately 30 girls currently employed. 
Characters aren't based on gender. 
They're not strippers, and they don't have 
strippers' names. Instead, GLOW 
characters develop around sociological 
and political trends in today's society. 

A particular kind of girl fits GLOW's 
characters. They have to be extremely 
good-looking. But according to Elias, this 
doesn't necessarily mean blonde, blue- 
eyed, and six feet tall. A GLOW wrestler 
can also be dark-haired, well-propor- 
tioned and 300 pounds (such as Mt. Fiji). 
Many are actresses, showgirls (the show 
is taped in Las Vegas) and aerobics 
instructors. 

However, GLOW girls must be athletes, 
with tumbling and gymnastics ability. 
They must enjoy physical contact, or as 
Elias puts it, “combat.” They are intelligent 
women with a sense of comedy, constant- 
ly delivering lines to TV and live audi- 
ences. They must also be personable, 
because they interact with all age groups, 
including children.

Si: Spirit was down on the mat 
locked in the merciless grip of the 
Headhunter. The crowd roared their 
disapproval as the Headunter went for 
the pin. Suddenly, Susie slipped free 
from the iron fingers, catapulted herself 
off the turnbuckle and slammed into her 
larger opponent with the incredible 
“Susie Spirit.” 

“Good will always prevail over evil,’ 
Susie says as she straightens the white 
bow in her fluffy brown hair. “l go into 
the ring with the most positive attitude 
I can, knowing that my body is as fit as 
it can be; my moves are polished and my 
strategy is the best.” 


‘GOSH, I'M SO

Sure Susie is good. She enters the 
ring with a flurry of cartwheels and

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tumbles. Nobody doubts that she is a 
great athlete and a good person. But is 
spotless character enough to win? 

“The Spirit of good is stronger,’ Susie 
answers. ^| don't need to bring weapons

Of course, this doesn’t mean that 
Susie doesn’t have a few special moves 
with which to surprise her adversaries. 
“What | do is just good wrestling,” the 
brown-eyed cheerleader from Philadel- 
phia explains. She flashes a radiant smile 
and straightens the tiny white bows on 
her shoes (which perfectly match the 
one in her hair). 

“If I'm up against someone who's 280 
pounds I figure the best thing to do is 
stay out from underneath her," Susie 
says. “1 know | can't beat her by strength 
or by weight, but | can beat her by using 
my brains.” 

Brains or no brains, Spirit and her 
regular tag team partner Debbie Deb- 
utante are up against mountains of evil 
with the likes of the Heavy Metal Sisters. 

“The spirit of winning is more impor- 
tant than winning itself, not that we 
would ever give up winning,” Susie ex- 
plains. “But what do you do when some- 
body walks into the ring with a chain 
saw? | figure the best thing to do is out- 
smart her at her own game. It’s just one 
more obstacle I’ve got to get around.” 

When she's not wrestling with Deb- 
utante, Susie often teams up with the 
one-time Queen of GLOW, the beautiful 
Americana. "Americana and | did won- 
derful historical tributes before our mat- 
ches," Susie remembers. Unfortunately, 
the tasteful events were often disrupted 
by the un-American acts of some of their 
opponents. In one match the Heavy 
Metal Sisters crashed the show and tried 
to hang Susie and her partner in front of 
hundreds of startled fans. 

GLOW wrestling is certainly not all 
fun and body slams. It's no picnic and 
is sometimes downright dangerous. 

“My arm was broken in a Cheer- 
eaders vs. Headhunters match," Susie 
recalls. 1 had to go through a lot of 
therapy. Then as my comeback | had to 
get a rematch against the Headhunters 
because that decision went against the 
Cheerleaders." Before that match the 
Cheerleaders had been undefeated. 

Fortunately, Susie's recovery is now 
complete. The misfortune in the ring 
turned out to be good for the girl from 
the city of brotherly love. As a result of 
being sidelined, Susie is now a regular 
spokesperson for GLOW.

“He said, ‘If you would wrestle Holly- 
wood and Vine they would kick your 
butts’ Well, | took that as a challenge. A 
challenge is to be met; it’s not a negative 
thing at all.” 

When Susie Spirit does her flying 
Susie squash off the turnbuckle right in- 
to her famous flying body press, or 
smashes an opponent with the Susie 
splits, she looks more like Supergirl than 
a Philadelphia Cheerleader. 

As an example of the power of good, 
Susie points to the trouble which exists 
in many of the opposing tag teams. "I've 
never seen a group of girls who can get 
distracted as easily as they can," Susie 
explains. "Especially Hollywood and 
Vine. It's so typical; it's like they defeat 
themselves. | don't even need to walk in- 
to the ring. If they don't get into an argu- 
ment with each other I’m totally amazed. 

“It’s the same with Chainsaw and 
Spike, " Spirit adds. "I had a match with 
them recently and Chainsaw started to 
beat on me, then Spike came in, decid- 
ing its her turn. They get into an argu- 
ment in the ring. And it's like ۱ might as 
well step out and let them take care of 
each other, step back in, do the pin, take 
the money and run." 

What about losing? Susie says it's 
something she can take better than a lot 
of other GLOW girls. 

"Losing is just one more challenge,” 
Spirit explains. “I take losing and use it 
for good instead of bad. The next time 
around ۱ don't lose again for the same 
reasons, that's for sure." Susie's advice 
for the ring is true for the world as well. 
There is no doubt that she is every bit as 
good a person outside the ring as in.” 

Will this fresh-looking representative 
of good be able to prevail in a ring full 
of female demons in yet another season 
of GLOW? Or will Susie find that her 
positive attitude and strong training pro- 
grams go up in smoke from an illegal 
ring fire? 

"Deal with what you can and the rest 
may come along,” Spirit concludes. Will 
good continue to prevail over evil in the 
ring? Only the Spirit knows. ІШ 
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for GLOW,” Susie says with excitement. 
The 22-year-old Spirit started out as ballet 
dancer and singer. “Announcing for 
GLOW is a natural and positive step for 
me and my career. Being a Cheerleader 
is what | am," Susie adds. “I love creating 
excitement and good sportsmanship.”

T GLOW fans, I’ve always been con- 
sidered a good, clean-cut college girl. 
And oí course there's a good reason for 
that. When I’m not facing Ninotchka or 
the GLOW bad girls, | attend Southmore 
Preparatory School. | want to enter a big 
college someday! 

However, prep school isn’t what it us- 
ed to be. Years ago preppies like me didn't 
do anything but study our textbooks and 
dream about the future and what it would 
be like to have husbands. Okay, | admit, 
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| still dream about the future and | some 
times think about getting married. 

Now, you probably know that | was a 
cheerleader in high school and have con- 
tinued cheerleading throughout prep 
school. | love cheerleading and | never 
want to give it up, even when I'm out of 
school and married with kids. Who 
knows, maybe | could cheer on my future 
husband in the sports he plays. 

And as you should know, gymnastics 
and acrobatics are essential to cheer- 
leading.

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the best all-around exercises there are. 
They develop strength, flexibility, timing 
and coordination. And those are a lot of 
benefits for one group of exercises. They 
really tone my body, too, especially my 
legs, waist and hips. 

The weights? I mostly do light moves 
with machines. However, | make sure | get 
a total body workout. In other words, | 
don't limit my workout to any one body 
part that needs attention. Sometimes, 
though, | use free weights (barbells and 
dumbbells) to work those areas I can't get 
with weight machines. 

| usually do some form of exercise 
every day. For example, | might run or ride 
my bike one day and weight train the 
next. Or | may simply stretch one day and 
do aerobic dance the following day. As a

third alternative, | might do weights, 
aerobics and gymnastics all on the same 
day if | feel good. So you can see that my 
approach to staying in shape is very 
flexible. 

Does being buffed help me in the ring 
against GLOW's bad girls? You bet! Stay- 
ing in shape has made me a much better 
wrestler. 

Believe it or not, Southmore has a nice 
gym where I often work out. It's small, 
but it has the basic equipment | need to

prepare for each GLOW season. 

Being buffed helps my outlook on life 
too. In other words, I’m more positive 
about everything when | train regularly 
and am in top condition. And when you 
step into the ring against the likes of 
Hollywood, Ninotchka or Spanish Red, 
you need all the help you can get. 

Like anyone in GLOW I want to some- 
day wear the GLOW crown, but not at the 
expense of all the other good things | 
should be doing. I’m a good girl and try 
my hardest to do all the right things. 

Though I’m not one of the Cheer- 
leaders' tag team anymore, that's not go- 
ing to stop me from using my influence 
for good in GLOW. Hollywood worries me 
most, because she's so sly and devilish. 
If there's a dirty trick, she knows it. In fact, 
she probably wrote the book on dirty

tricks. I’ve seen her pull hair, kick low, 
sensitive body parts and even slam girls’ 
faces into the turnbuckle. 

So, can you see why | need a buffed 
body?

S he is, quite literally, a mountain of a 
woman. Kids love her. Their parents 
love her. Her fans rousingly adore every 
ounce of the 350 pounds that Mountain 
Fiji packs on her 5'8" frame. 

When you see Fiji, you know this 
strong Polynesian princess is one tough 
customer. But though she is tough on the 
bad girls of GLOW, Fiji is gentle to her 
friends and loved ones. Her thousands of 
fans will tell you: Mountain Fiji is every- 
thing that goodness and strength can be. 

Hailing from American Samoa, Moun- 
tain Fiji was named after her maternal 
great-grandfather. His name was Mauga, 
which translates as “mountain” in 
English, and certainly his legacy has not 
been lost on his great-granddaughter. 

Mountain Fiji came to GLOW from a 
large Samoan family which included two 
brothers and four sisters. Always athletic 
and strong for her age, she represented 
the United States national team in the 
shot put for many years. An all-American 
from 1972 to 1980, she traveled all over the 
world competing for the U.S. She was fifth 
in the Olympic trials in 1976 and seventh 
in 1980. 

Her fans are amazed at the feats of ath- 
letic prowess she shows in the ring. When 
the GLOW spectators at the Las Vegas 
Riviera see her lift 145-pound attache high 
over her head, or body slam the 64", 
285-pound Matilda the Hun, there's no 
mistaking the power in that body. Fiji is 
one intimidating wrestler! 

While weight training in her garage 
(where she does most of her daily train- 
ing to avoid getting swamped by well- 
wishers at the gym), Fiji regularly bench 
presses 250 pounds, half-squats 600 
pounds and full squats 425 pounds. This 
is the power she brings with her when 
she faces GLOW's bad girls. 

With her strong athletic base and kind 
temperament, Fiji has become the unoffi- 
cial earth mother of GLOW. Says she, “I 
love more than anything to bring happi- 
ness into the world, and if it's possible, 
| do my best to help those around me." 
Fiji's voice rang with sincerity as she add- 
ed, "Whatever strength | have comes 
from God," she told me, "and | consider 
it my job to protect those who may be 
weak for the moment." 

In the GLOW shows, you typically see

Fiji climb into the ring to help one of the 
good girls who's being unfairly treated. 
“Maybe I've become a little like Mother 
Courage to the other girls,” Fiji reflects. 
“They look to me for advice and strength 
and | won't let them down.” 

When Mountain Fiji adds her amazing 
body power and character strength to the 
equation, good usually wins over bad. If 
you watched last season’s action, you 
might see Little Fiji being roughly beaten 
by Matilda the Hun. Into the ring Moun- 
tain Fiji will go to the rescue. 

“Some of the bad girls will do 
anything to win,” Fiji further states, “and 
often they'll go overboard and get too 
violent. There are times when they show 
no respect for anyone—even to the point 
of spitting at the spectators and hurting 
other competitors. That's going too far.” 

Even when angered by GLOW's bad 
girls, Mountain Fiji retains her perspec- 
tive. “| always remind myself that there's 
good and bad in all of us," she says. 


"There are just some people that allow 
their bad sides to take over.” 

In those few moments of spare time 
when she isn't training or taping a GLOW 
show, Fiji likes to write poety and speak 
to kids' groups. A powerful anti-drug role 
model, she tries to build self-confidence 
in her young listeners by showing them 
all the dimensions that a human being is 
capable of. 

The kids really listen to me," Fiji con- 
fides.

More than professional wrestling 
skills, GLOW girls need additional talents 
such as singing, dancing, gymnastics, ac- 
ting, improvisational comedy, modeling, 
TV live-stage techniques.” 

“When a new recruit is accepted into 


| GLOW she begins an intensive training 


program,” Cimber adds. “This program 
takes a minimum of six weeks, but basic- 
ally it lasts as long as necessary for the 
girl to get prepared. The ladies refer to 
this as ‘boot camp; but I’ve got to tell you, 
this is much tougher than anything the 
military’s ever thought up. By the time a 
recruit is ready to join GLOW she's 
disciplined, delightful... and deadly." 
Just how does that recruiting process 
work? Are there special GLOW talent 
scouts lurking about? According to Cim- 
ber, the system works two ways. “Some- 
times we find them; more often, they find
